Politicians, community groups and faith organisations call for unity

COMMUNITY leaders are 
seeking to reassure 
residents after the murder 
of Drummer Lee Rigby in 
Woolwich last week. 


There will be an increased 
police presence on the bor- 
ough's streets and officers will 
be taking every precaution to 
minimise any disruption. 

A meeting called by Mayor 
Lutfur Rahman after the brutal 


killing of the 25-year-old soldier 
brought together the police, 
faith leaders and other members 
of the community 
In a joint statement, they 
said they would be re-doubling 
their efforts to work together to 


ensure community cohesion 
across the borough. 

“The attack near Woolwich 
Barracks has shocked us all and 
we are determined this sense- 
less act is not used by others as 
an excuse to ferment trouble

In an audit published by the 
Royal College of Physicians, 
the hospital gained 100 per 
cent in seven out of eight areas 
of care, and a 97.5 per cent rat- 
ing the overall audit.

News from the Mayor 

Shock and horror 
at brutal murder 


LIKE everyone else in 
London, and across the 
country, I was shocked and 
horrified by the brutal 
murder that took place in 
Woolwich last week. 

My thoughts and prayers are 
with the family and friends 
of the victim, Lee Rigby in this 
truly awful case. 

Greenwich is one of our 
neighbouring boroughs and 
the part of their borough where 
this incident took place is as 
diverse as our own. 

This proximity to Tower Ham- 
lets makes the terrible events of 
last week all the more shocking. 

I have been keen to do 
everything possible to express 
in no uncertain terms that this 
kind of incident of hate is not 
acceptable, anywhere. 

In the days after the murder, 
I met with community leaders, 
police officers and senior coun- 
cil staff to discuss concerns and 
ensure that we re-stated our 
enduring commitment to a 
unified borough, One Tower 
Hamlets. 

Together we represented 
organisations including the 
council, the police, the Interfaith 
Forum, the Council of Mosques, 
the East London Synagogue, 
Rainbow Hamlets, the London 
Muslim Centre, United East 
End, the Al-Husa Somali Centre 
and the CVS Tower Hamlets. 

We have in the past faced 
such threats to the peaceful 
cohesion that exists between 
our many and diverse commu- 
nities and as a unified commu- 
nity we have not succumbed to 
these threats.

100% resident rating

THE team processing the 
council’s crisis and sup- 
ports grants scheme have 
been congratulated by 
Mayor Lutfur Rahman for 
their performance. 

As well as getting the scheme 
up and running at short notice, 
the customer access team 
received 100 per cent in a cus- 
tomer service excellence assess- 
ment for its service to residents. 

The crisis and support grants, 
which have been available since 
April, reform the DWP's nation- 
al community care grants and 
crisis loans, which were previ- 
ously issued to eligible resi- 
dents in conjunction with 
Jobcentre Plus. 

Tower Hamlets made the 
decision to provide a financial 
grant scheme to replace the 
national grant, rather than 


a food stamps scheme, to help en- 
sure that residents who needed 
urgent financial assistance could 
buy what they needed most. 

Crisis grants are awarded to 
people who have experienced 
a sudden crisis or who are at risk 
of one. They can help in the short 
term with costs such as food, 


heating and accommodation. 

Support grants provide help 
for the longer term, enabling 
people to live independently and 
safely in the community. They 
are awarded to residents who 
may be leaving care, or if they 
are moving to or from support- 
ed housing, for example. 


Mayor Rahman said: 'Although 
government cuts continue to 
create significant challenges for 
the council, I am proud that we 
continue to deliver a first class 
service for residents. 

“Our customer service team 
received a perfect score - 100 per 
cent - in their customer service 
accreditation, and they are well 
placed to support out most vul- 
nerable residents who are ap- 
plying for a crisis loan. My 
congratulations to all the team. 

“The government's welfare re- 
form measures are forcing us to 
make difficult decisions about 
how we support our residents. 

“We are providing grants, 
rather than food stamps to our 
residents, to help ensure that our 
support meets their needs.”

Tackling violence against females

THE council’s commitment 
and determination to tack- 
le violence against women 
and girls was highlighted 
at a conference attended 
by more than 100 profes- 
sionals and residents. 

The day-long event at the 
Osmani Centre in Whitechapel 
also saw the launch of Tower 
Hamlets' Violence Against 


Women and Girls (VAWG) Plan. 

Guests heard from a range of 
expert speakers from across 
the council and community 
sector groups as well as the 
police and other specialist 
organisations. 

All stressed the importance of 
tackling violence against 
women and girls in the borough 
where 97 per cent of all 
reported personal violence is 
against females. 


Offences include rape and 
sexual violence, domestic vio- 
lence, human trafficking and 
sexual exploitation. Gang- 
related initiation practises, 
female genital mutilation and 
forced marriage all come under 
the plan's radar. 

Speaking at the conference, 
Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid Ahmed 
said there were high levels of 
violence against women and 
girls reported in the borough last 
year, particularly domestic 
violence. 

“It is crucial to raise awareness 
of violence against women and 
girls and ensure everybody 
takes responsibility to tackling 
crimes of this nature,” he said. 

“Many incidents go unre- 
ported because victims do not 
know where to turn to for help 
and support. It is our aim that 
both victims of violence and 
professionals know where to go 
for help, and build strong 
support networks through 
working with our partners.” 

The conference heard about 
the work that is being done and

Discover local history on East End walks 


THREE walking tours being 
held this June will give 
Londoners an opportunity 
to explore the East End’s 
radical history in depth. 

David Rosenberg, teacher, 
writer and tour guide, has been 
leading walks since 2008 in 
the area where his grandparents 
arrived as child immigrants 
more than 100 years ago. 

On June 2, he will walk 
through the streets of Spital- 
fields, exploring the period from 
the 1880s until World War I 


when Jewish immigrants from 
Eastern Europe created organ- 
isations to fight for better con- 
ditions in their workplaces and 
neighbourhoods. 

On June 9, David will be lead- 
ing his Anti-Fascist Footprints 
walk, taking people from the 
former site of Gardiners Corner 
at Aldgate to Cable Street. This 
will include the personal testimo- 
ny of activists and witnesses to 
the events of October 4, 1936, 
when anti-fascists erected bar- 
ricades to block Mosley's path. 


And on June 30, David will be 
marking the 125th anniversary 
of the matchgirls strike at the 
Bryant and May factory, on his 
The Spark of Rebellion tour in 
Bow and Mile End. The route in- 
cludes the site of the factory and 
shows how the women's spon- 
taneous strike started a series of 
struggles by low paid workers.

IT has been a successful 
few weeks for our local 
schools, and education in 
Tower Hamlets is quickly 
becoming a byword for 
quality. 

The past couple of months 
have been enormously busy 
but one positive announce- 
ment after another have 
ensured it has all been worth it. 

Firstly, Tower Hamlets has 
joined a select group of bor- 
oughs in the country whose 
secondary schools have all been 
rated as good or outstanding 
by Ofsted. 

This is a phenomenal achieve- 
ment, which very few councils 
in the entire country achieve. 
We won't know exactly how 
small this group is until later this 
year when Ofsted releases the 
latest figures, but last year 
just nine local authorities had 
wall-to-wall good or outstand- 
ing schools. 

The borough will be joining 
the likes of Kensington, Torbay 
and the Isle of Wight, all of 
whom were in this elite group. 

Considering its well- 
documented financial chal- 
lenges, for Tower Hamlets to be 
joining these areas is a testa- 
ment to the hard work, invest- 
ment, partnership working and 
commitment of a great deal of 
people over a great deal of time. 

The three schools whose 
Improved Ofsted ratings meant 
the borough joined this select 
group were St Paul's Way Trust 
School, Bow School and George 
Green's School, so huge congrat- 
ulations, and all our thanks, 
are due to everybody involved 
in their success. 

The drive to Improve local 
schools began several years ago 
when considerable sums of 
money were injected into a 
long-term programme. The goal 
was to ensure every child in the 


borough was given the best 
possible education. 

Of course, there is still 
improvement to be made but 
with Ofsted declaring that 
we have reached this target is 
a ringing endorsement of every- 
one's efforts. 

Further endorsement of the 
great strides being made 
within the classrooms of 
Tower Hamlets has come in 
the form of some high-profile 
visitors to our schools in recent 
weeks. 

The Duke of York visited St 
Paul's Way Trust School to find 
out more about the amazing 
transformation there, while 
Education Secretary Michael 
Gove chose to launch a nation- 
wide reading project at Smithy 
Street Primary.

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A NEW team, which tackles anti-social behaviour, spoke to residents and made the public 
feel safe when they visited a Bow estate on their first public outing. Housing organisation 
Poplar Harca's anti-social behaviour (ASB) team went out in force on the Coventry Cross 
estate, where they were joined by police Safer Neighbourhood Teams. Ninety one per cent 
of the residents said the event improved their knowledge of Harca’s ASB response and 
82 per cent reported feeling safe or very safe on the estate. Acting on residents' concerns 
about ASB and crime, Harca is funding a sergeant and four police constables for its estates. 
The ASB team already includes specialist support for victims of domestic abuse and 
hate-related incidents, a family intervention project, a representative from the London 
Fire Brigade and gang mediators.

Food firms fined 
for pest problem

THREE businesses have 
been fined for food hy- 
giene offences involving 
pest infestations. 

Eat and Drink, a Chinese 
restaurant in Artillery Passage, 
Spitalfields, Ei, was closed by the 
council's environmental health 
officers in March 2012 for a 
severe mouse infestation. 

Eat and Drink (City) Limited 
pleaded guilty on April 25 at 
Thames Magistrates Court and 
was fined £3,000 for failing to 
control pests and £3,000 for fail- 
ing to ensure the premises was 
kept clean and in good repair. 

The company was also 
ordered to pay £1,000 in costs 
and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Kamal Ahmed Chowdhury of 
Madina Mini Market in Grove 
Road, Bow, was fined a total of 


£2,915 for having an inade- 
quately controlled rat infestation 
and failing to comply with 
hygiene improvement notices. 

The store was served with 
notices by an environmental 
health officer in December 2011 
for lack of food safety documen- 
tation and inadequate wash 
basins. 

Chowdhury failed to comply 
with the notices by February 
and March 2012 and was 
charged with 12 offences. 
He pleaded not guilty at Thames 
Magistrates on May 3 but was 
found guilty and fined £200 for 
each offence. He was also 
required to pay £500 costs and 
£15 victim surcharge. 

Anthony Hawkes, of The Car- 
penters Arms, Cambridge Heath 
Road, Bethnal Green, was fined 
£4,615 at the court on April 25 for 
breaches of food hygiene laws. 


The pub voluntarily closed 
part of its bar in March 2012 
when an uncontrolled cock- 
roach infestation was 
discovered. 

Hawkes pleaded guilty and 
was fined £500 for failing to 
control pests, £2,500 for failing 
to protect food from contami- 
nation and £500 for failing to 
clean equipment and work 
surfaces that come into contact 
with food. He was required 
to pay £1,100 costs and £15 
victim surcharge. 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid 
Ahmed said: “The council's 
environmental health officers 
continue to work hard with 
businesses in the borough 
to ensure high food hygiene 
standards. 

“The council will prosecute 
persistent breaches of these 
standards.'' 


News in bxief 

£ioK fine for touts 
in Brick Lane 

A BRICK Lane restaurant that 
touted for customers is facing 
the consequences, as the coun- 
cil continues its crackdown on 
nuisance curry touts. 

Shams Uddin, the premises 
licence holder and designated 
premises supervisor of the Mon- 
soon Restaurant, pleaded not 
guilty to three breaches of the 
Licensing Act 2003. 

He was sentenced at Thames 
Magistrates Court on May 14 for 
the three offences that occurred 
in June, August and November 
2012. He was fined a total of 
£10,605 with costs. 

Additionally, Uddin's person- 
al licence was suspended for six 
months which means that the 
restaurant cannot sell alcohol.

Ahmed said the council was pre- 
pared to take decisive action 


against touts: “Brick Lane is an 
exciting and vibrant area that is 
enjoyed by thousands of visitors 
every week. But curry touts' 
persistent and aggressive behav- 
iour causes an obstruction to 
both visitors and local residents, 
and can create an unpleasant en- 
vironment for everyone.'' 

Restaurant failed to 
manage asbestos 

THE owners of a restaurant in 
St Katharine Docks have been 
fined for failing to manage 
asbestos at the premises. 

Select Service Partner UK Lim- 
ited, which owns The Dickens 
Inn, pleaded guilty to breaching 
the Control of Asbestos Regula- 
tions 2006 at Snaresbrook Crown 
Court on May 9. 

The company was fined a to- 
tal of £15,000 and ordered to pay 
an additional £5,160 to cover the 
council's costs. 

The court heard that 


environmental health officers 
inspected the premises in Jan- 
uary 2010 and found work re- 
quired in 2007 and 2008 to 
prevent the release of asbestos 
dust had not been carried out. 

Following the council's in- 
tervention, the company carried 
out the required works and de- 
vised a suitable asbestos man- 
agement plan. 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid 
Ahmed said: “It is the duty of 
premises owners to carry out a 
survey and properly manage 
asbestos and commission any 
remedial work as required." 

Asbestos was widely used 
in building materials in the UK 
after World War II until the 
health affects from asbestos 
exposure were discovered. 

Asbestos dust particles are like 
tiny glass fibres which pierce 
and cut through the lungs if in- 
haled and can lead to incurable 
diseases such as mesothelioma, 
asbestosis and lung cancer.

RENAISSANCE man, polymath, 
uomo universale - there are many 
ways to describe the remarkable 
Cornells Jacobszoon Drebbel. He was 
a multi-talented Dutchman who 
came to London as a guest of James 
I to share his extraordinarily eclec- 
tic scientific knowledge. 

In the 1660s he invented the first work- 
ing submarine, devised revolutionary 
microscopes and telescopes, invented an 
air conditioning system, the first working 
thermometer, even a chicken incubator - 
yet he would die almost penniless, the 
landlord of an East End pub. 

And among the eccentric and brilliant 
Cornelis's grand plans and myriad inven- 
tions it was a happy accident, at a win- 
dowsill in Bow, that made his family's 
fortune. 

Drebbel had been born in Alkmaar, in 
what would become the Netherlands, in 
1572, the son of a farmer. He could certainly 
read and write, and studied Latin, but he 
had no university education. The scientif- 
ic genius that would emerge was of a more 
practical colour - Cornells learned by ex- 
perimentation, and he was tireless. Leav- 
ing school, he was sent to Haarlem as an 
apprentice to the famed engraver and 
painter Hendrick Goltzius, and it was here 
his interest in chemistry was born. 

Goltzius was an enthusiastic experi- 
menter in alchemy, that medieval mix of 
the scientific and the mystical, whose 
grail was the search for the Philosopher's 
Stone, for the Elixir of Life, and for the el- 
ements that would turn base metals to gold. 

Easy for our modern minds to dismiss 
such stuff as a naive belief in superstition 
and magic, but the alchemists were on to

something. They knew that elements 
could, seemingly magically, transform 
themselves - water could freeze solid or boil 
into nothing, acids could eat strong met- 
als. Alchemy, in fact, would set modern 
chemistry in motion. 

By the 1590s, Drebbel's interests were 
expanding furiously. In 1600, his nascent stud- 
ies in engineering saw him being employed 
by the burghers of Middelburg, in the south- 
ern Netherlands, to build their town a foun- 
tain. While there he met Hans Lippershey, who 
was working in the growing science of 
optics, making spectacles and telescopes - 
Drebbel eagerly learned his skills. He became 
obsessed with inventions: the old age of alche- 
my and mysticism was giving way to a new 
world of experiment and science. 

And it was this that attracted the 
attention of James I, who had recently suc- 
ceeded to the throne of England. This 
'wisest fool in Christendom' perhaps also 
straddled the medieval and modern, being 
simultaneously an enthusiastic burner of 
witches and a fan of the new sciences. The 
Scottish king, a poet and scholar, and 
rather beleaguered in his new London court, 
was keen to gather the brightest of the age 
around him, and collected explorers, the- 
ologians, economists and alchemists at 
court. Drebbel was invited to join him in 
1604. He settled, with his wife and family, 
in the Middlesex village of Bow, and set to 
work impressing the king. 

While at court he demonstrated his per- 
petual motion machine, which told the time, 
date and season. Its fame spread across Eu- 
rope, and Holy Roman Emperor Rudolf II 
invited Cornelis to Prague to demonstrate 
its (dubious) efficacy. 

He became famous for his invention, in 
1621, of a microscope with two convex lens- 
es. He wrote a seminal work on the nature 
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of the chemical elements (the move from 
alchemy to chemistry again). And he was 
devising his own compounds, including 
mercury fulminate, which would become 
used in explosives in the years to come. 

He demonstrated an air-conditioned 
room to the king and his courtiers (it was 
so cold they had to swiftly depart). And, 
practical as ever, he invented a chicken 
incubator with a mercury thermostat to 
keep it at a constant temperature - setting 
a template for the development of modern, 
reliable thermometers. 

But now Drebbel started on a new pro- 
ject. James was looking for new weapons 
for his growing navy - with the new 
Great Britain's imperial expansion, the 
navy was becoming far more important 
than the land army. He would devise var- 
ious bombs for James and his successor 
Charles I, but even more boldly, he was to 
make the first navigable submarine. 
Gravesend naval man William Bourne 
had drawn plans for such a craft in the 1570s, 
and in between 1620 and 1624, Drebbel drew 
on those plans to build three working mod- 
els, each bigger than the last. The last of 
them had six oars and carried 16 passen- 
gers (including James, who thus became the 
first monarch to travel underwater). Thou- 
sands of Londoners lined the banks of the 
Thames as the vessel travelled from West- 
minster to Greenwich and back, staying 
underwater for some three hours. 

But how did he do it? Argument still rages 
as to how 'submarine' the craft was - it was 


perhaps more a semi-submersible. But 
many accounts of the day have Drebbel 
putting his alchemical knowledge into 
practice, burning potassium nitrate with- 
in the submarine to generate oxygen (and 
simultaneously absorb carbon dioxide 
build-up). If so, he had anticipated the 
'rebreather', invented by Fleuss in the 
1870s by 250 years. 

And yet... with all his brilliant inventions, 
Drebbel was never able to secure the 
patronage and money he needed, and by 
the late 1620s was near poverty, running 
a London alehouse and drawing up plans 
(never implemented) for draining the 
Lincolnshire fens. 

He was still conducting his experiments 
though and so it was that, while develop- 
ing a coloured liquid for one of his ther- 
mometers, he accidentally dripped a 
solution of aqua regia (nitro-hydrochloric 
acid) on his tin windowsill. The resultant 
colour was a brilliant scarlet, much brighter 
and longer lasting than the existing 
carmines used in fabric dying. 

Cornelis had just a few more years to live, 
but his daughters Anna and Catharina and 
sons-in-law Abraham and Johannes 
Sibertus Kuffler established a dye works 
in Bow, with the colour of Bow Dye a 
closely guarded family secret. Nobody 
could prise it from them, and the brilliant 
scarlet of Bow Dye became the fashionable 
toast of Europe. 

Cornelis died almost penniless, but his 
descendants made their fortunes.

On this month’s walk, Graham 
Barker explores the sculptures 
and squares around Canary Wharf. 
Photos by Rehan Jamil. 


CANARY Wharf is home to one of the 
UK’s largest collections of public 
art, with over 60 sculptures by 
leading artists and a year-round 
temporary exhibition programme. 

As you follow this month's walk, you'll en- 
counter a selection of artworks - some are 
intriguing, others are functional, and col- 
lectively they form a free, open-air gallery 
amongst the gleaming office blocks. 

Along the way, there are also glimpses into 
docklands' history, shopping malls galore, and 
park squares offering a dash of greenery here 
and there. 

From West India Quay DLR station, set 
out along the dockside past old buoys and 
dock cranes. You'll get a clear view of the 
yellow floating footbridge (1), designed by 
Future Systems to span the dock without 
the need for central piers. The dock here is 
one of three

Take 


White and The Varlet - two preserved 
Thames tugs - and the replica dock gateway 
crowned with a model of The Hibbert, a 405- 
ton vessel known as a West Indiaman. 

Now slope up covered Willoughby Passage 
and press the side gate button to emerge into 
West India Avenue (3). Katy Hackney's elab- 
orate steel gate alongside depicts rippling 
waters or swirling orbits, and from the 
central embankment Giles Penny's rough- 
hewn bronze sculpture Man With Open Arms 
stares to the skies. 

It's strange to think Canary Wharf was once 
the name of Shed No 32, where Fred Olsen 
imported fruit and tomatoes from the Ca- 
nary Islands. What a transformation - from 
a ghost town, following the docks' closure 
in the 1980s, to a thriving business centre. 

The Reichmann brothers at developers 
Olympia & York appointed architect Cesar 
Pelli to design the centrepiece tower at One 
Canada Square; at 46 storeys high, topped 
by a pyramid and with reflective surfaces, 
it instantly became a London landmark. 

Despite the dash-about finance workers, 
Cabot Square (4) is surprisingly calm, with 
pleached limes, cascading water and textured 
glass vents gently illuminated at night. 

Lynn Chadwick's steel Couple on Seat 
sculpture is here, and there's a portrait of 
financier Michael von Clemm, a pioneer

that formed the inter-connecting West In- 
dia Docks, opened in 1802 and once a hive 
of activity for international trade. 

The surviving Georgian warehouses give 
some sense of how the scene might have ap- 
peared two centuries ago. One visitor in 1826 
was astonished that: “Everything is on a colos- 
sal scale with sugar enough to sweeten the 
whole adjoining basin, and rum enough to 
make half England drunk.'' 

The free Museum of London Docklands (2) 
- itself based in an old sugar warehouse - 
tells the story of maritime London. Inside, 
you can wander around the displays of spices, 
spirits and tea, and the Sailor Town 
streetscape of old taverns and shops. 

Next door, the Ledger Building is the 
docks' former counting house. It's worth 
diverting around the far end to see an 
enormous stone plaque commemorat- 
ing the opening of the West India 
Docks to “contribute stability, in- 
crease and ornament to British 
commerce''. 

Back outside the muse- 
um, merchant 
Robert Milligan 
surveys the 
West India 
Docks. Look out 
too for Knocker

behind the Docklands' re-development. 

Head down Cubitt Steps towards anoth- 
er engaging figurative sculpture by Giles Peny 
called Two Men on a Bench' (5). As you fol- 
low the Middle Dock under the DLR viaduct, 
there are views up to the elegant arched train- 
shed over Canary Wharf DLR station. A 
strangely captivating orange 'ticker tape' dis- 
play curves around the next corner. 

Four indoor shopping malls at Canary 
Wharf offer a choice of over 200 shops, bars 


and restaurants. Our walking route stays 
outside today, but if you're tempted you 
might nip inside to browse around the shops. 

One convenient entrance is located in 
Reuters Plaza by Six Public Clocks (6) - a 
playful installation by Konstantin Grcic, 
inspired by Swiss railways clocks. 

Otherwise, head up the steps and veer 
right, towards Canada Square Park (7). Ron 
Arad's Big Blue - a giant blue-lit metallic dish, 
rather like a flying saucer - also serves as a 


skylight for the shopping mall below. Near- 
by, Bob Allen's It Takes Two bronze was cast 
from an ancient yew tree listed in the 
Doomsday Book. 

Now head right along Upper Bank Street. 
One block along, the view opens out both 
ways. There's a cluster of sculptures in 
Montgomery Square (8) - twisted tree 
benches by Nigel Ross, a mythological Cen- 
tauro by Igor Mitoraj, and Suresh Dutt's blue 
Drawing Cube. Over the road, make your way 


through Jubilee Park (9) - a lush oasis, 
landscaped with a snaking line of 22 water 
pools. The park often hosts pop-up exhibi- 
tions amongst the greenery, such as the cur- 
rent display by Irish artist Eilis O'Connell. 

Your route continues through the park, but 
for an interesting diversion pop down to the 
Jubilee Place shopping mall (10), using the 
glass entrance mid- way through the park. 
Underfoot in the mall, Emma Biggs' 13 mo- 
saic floor panels are framed by dock heritage 
phrases, such as 'The fishwives of Billings- 
gate Market had an awesome reputation for 
their foul language and ribaldry'. 

Sir Norman Foster designed the Jubilee line 
underground station (11) within the Middle 
Dock's footprint. Curved glass canopies at ei- 
ther end allow daylight into the ticket hall 
below; above ground there's little sign of the 
vast interior, used by over 40 million peo- 
ple each year, but it's worth taking an up- 
and-down escalator ride just to experience 
the scale of engineering involved. 

You could finish your walk here, or at Heron 
Quays DLR station . However, for a final flour- 
ish take a look at t he newly landscaped Heron 
Quays Park (12) wedged between the Mid- 
dle and South Docks. This green has been dot- 
ted with sculptures including two by Charles 
Haddock -Helisphere depicts a sphere spin- 
ning out of alignment to form a helix and 
Torsion II forms a spiral stairway to the stars. 

Swirling from the waters of South Dock 
alongside there's Wendy Taylor's Spirit of En- 
terprise stainless steel sculpture. It was 
commissioned in 1987 by the London Dock- 
lands Development Corporation - the or- 
ganisation that spearheaded the regeneration 
of the docks - and was inspired by the shape 
of the Thames. It makes a fitting reflection 
of how this part of the borough has been 
transformed over the last thirty years.

FORGET any fears you may 
have about a Chinese meal 
out - GSM laden dishes, 
shiny with oil and gluti- 
nous fare that lies heavy 
on the stomach. 

Gourmet San serves authen- 
tic Szechuan food served with 
relish. You don't come here for 
the ambience. Furnishings are 
bare and lighting a little stark. 
You come for the food and 
you'll come back for the same 
reason. 

The clatter of the kitchen 
and the rush of waiters is all you 
need in the way of build-up and 
excitement as to what's to come. 

Starters of barbecue spare 
ribs, salt and pepper squid and 
crispy aromatic duck were 
show-stoppingly good. 

The sticky dark and tooth- 
some sauce for the ribs was rich 
with star anise flavouring and 
the squid was beautifully deli- 
cate and in abundance. 

Be warned, these are no or- 
dinary starters. They could feed 
a family of four on their own. 

The crispy duck was roasted 


to perfection, served with 
homemade hoisin and steamed 
pancakes. 

Mains of crispy beef and an 
aubergine dish were equally 
good. 

I'm ashamed to say I became 
obsessive about the crispy beef, 


losing all track of time, conver- 
sation and company. 

Thank goodness chopsticks 
slowed me down otherwise I 
may have to check myself in to 
Chinese rehab. Why have I tak- 
en so long to discover this gem? 

The mainly Chinese clientele 


clearly know where to come for 
the best Chinese food in town 
and I look on in envy as they 
pour through perfectly steamed 
dumplings, punchy pak choi 
and other extraordinary dishes. 

For the brave-hearted there 
are some fascinating mains in- 
cluding tripe, rabbit and fish, 
which I look forward to exper- 
imenting with in future. 

Service is speedy and efficient, 
with no need for niceties as 
the food speaks for itself. 

Chinese food will never seem 
the same again, and I look for- 
ward to returning for my fix of 
authentic, mouth-wateringly 
good dishes. 

Three ate a side-splitting 
amount of food for just over 
£70, including beers. 

You could easily spend half 
that and still come away sated. 

If you haven't put down 
your newspaper and moved 
with alacrity to the phone to 
make a booking, may I suggest 
you do so now - you won't be 
disappointed.

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme.

The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1 990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit
